2.2 The subject matter of independent claim 1 differs from the disclosure of D1 in that the 
button panel is not moveable along the longitudinal axis. 

2.3 The problem to be solved by the present invention may therefore be regarded as how 
to adjust a gaming machine in order to fulfill the ergonomical needs of a customer ? 

2.4 In view of D2 the solution proposed in claim 1 of the present application cannot be 
considered as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) for the following 
reasons:
